The Police Commissioners on the 
Warpath —Mayor Workman Has 
His Say—Mr. Humphreys Pops Up 
with Numerous Hesolutions. 


There was a somewhat-larger crowd in at- 
tendance at the meeting of the Police Com- 
missioners yesterday afternoon than usual, 
andthe seating capacity of the Mayor’s 
office was stretched to its -—utmost, 
in addition to which a number found rest- 
ing-places against the wall. A very lively 
session had been anticipated, and these an- 
ticipations came very near being realized, 
when the Chief, in his artless, Japanesque 
way, poured ofl upon the troubled waters, 
and the threatened storm was averted, the 
meeting ending in the most pleasant man- 
ner possible. Both the Mayor and Mr. 
Humphreys were promptly on hand at 2 
o’clock, but it was 30 minutes past that hour 
when the Chief walked in, bung up his hat, 
and asked his co-laborers whether he had 
kept them waiting, apologizing for his de- 
lay in the same breath. There was a mo- 
mentary hush, which was broken by the 
Mayor cheertully remarking that they had 
better cet to work, and, the circus com- 


menced. 

The minutes of the previou eeting 
were read, and the Chief moved that they 
be approved, when Mr. Humphreys re- 
marked that before this was done he had a 
resolution which he would like to offer, and 
reaching in his poeket, fished out the fol- 
lowing, which was read: ) 

“In order that the records and proceed- 
| of this board shall be properly kept, 
and handed over to our successors in office, 
it is hereby ordered that all the proceedings 
of the from the beginning of the 
term of office of the present commission, 
shall be written up to date in ink, and tw be 
so continued in future, in a well-bound 
record-book; and that the proceedings in 
future shall be read from said reco di- 
rect (and not from slips of paper), and that 
when said are adopted at the 
meetings of the board, they shall then and 
there be approved and signed by thé chair- 
man thereof.” 

This cpened the ball, and Chief Cuddy at 
once moved to amend by instructing the 
clerk to transcribe the minutes immediate! 
after each meeting, and have the record- 
book on hand. This was not satisfactory to 
the other members, anu, after a little _ 
liminary sparring, the original resolution 
was put and carried by a vote of 2 to 1. 

The Chief came up smiling, and suggested 
that the board proceed with the business of 
granting saloon licen when Mr. Hum- 
my remarked that as Horace Bell, who, 

y the way, had been sitting in the oflice 
during the meeting, and others were pres- 
ent, who, apparently had business with the 
oe a would be a good idea to get rid of 


This suggestion appeared to strike the 
Mayor favorably, and, on Bell’s announcing 
himself as the attorney for Detectives 
Lynch and Donahue, a communication 
from those officers protesting against their 
removal from the force, as they said, with- 
-_ a hearing, and asking for an investiga- 


n. 
Bell then addressed the commissioners in 
behalf of his clients, saying that the action 
of the board was unprecedented, and that it 
Was contrary to the — les of American 
government. The Major begged to cali the 
attention of the board to that valuable legal 
authority, ““Bancrott’s History,” and was 
ing to draw a beautiful parallel be- 
ween the commissioners and the old Span- 
ish Inguisitors, when the Mayor interrupted 
him with the question as t» whether or not 
they were acting within the charter. Bell 
reluctantly admitted that they were, and, 
aftera few more remarks in behalf of the 
suspended officers, took his seat to recuper- 
ate after his abie effort. 

The Mayor replied that the officers well 
knew what the charges against them were, 
and that they had been before the full 

,and had been givena hearing. In 
anticipation of something of this sort, how- 
ever, he bad prepared a little communica- 
tion, which he would now read, in answer 
to Bell’s remarks, and produced his roil of 
manuscript, which was as follows: 

“To the Honurable the Board of Police 
Commiss:oners in City of Los Angeles— 
GENTLEMEN: In pursuance of my duty as 
Mayor, I have been investigating, among 
other things, into the causes of the non- 
enforcement of the laws relative tothe 
suppression of gambling in thiscity. This 
injury has directly led to an investigation 
also into the conductof the police force, 


- and the action of the individual members. 


“The investigation has been private and 
ex parte. It has takena wide range, and 
much evidence, oral and documentary, bas 
been collected. What this evidence may 
be, who furnished it, or how obtained, I do 
not yet deem it for the public interest to 
disciose. As the chief executive of this 
municipality, 1 have been, and’ still am. 
diligentiy seeking to inform myself as to 
the conduct and acts of its officers, es- 
pecially its police, to the end that the lives 
and property of the citizens may be the 


_ more safely guarded and the laws more et- 


fectively enforced. | 

“There is now before you an application on 
the part of police officers Donahue andLy neh, 
recently suspended by your board (and of 
which board | amja member), for a public in- 
vestigation as to the reasons which caused a 
majority of your board to vote for their sus- 
pension, and tneir investigation is ciaimed 
as a legal right. They at the same time 
claim that they have not had a hearing. 

“At this juncture I deem it my duty as 
Mayor to declare my position generally in 
the matter of the regulation of the police. - 

“As a board you are invested with the ab- 
solute power to appoint officers to, and dis- 
miss them from, the force. The law no- 
where provides, as in the case of other offi- 


cers, for the filing of charges against such 


— officers, or for any public investiga- 
on of the same. The duty is plainly laid 
apon you to select honest and —— men, 
wer to dismiss any 

at will. These dismissals are not re- 
quired to be for cause. Nu man appointed 
on the police force has a right to retain his 


position save by your consent, and the ex- 


ercise by you of a proper discretion. Neither 
does it follow that because you dismiss an 
officer from the force he is to be deemed 
for that reason dishonest. Incapacity in an 
officer is as proper a ground for dismissal! as 
any other. The power to decide as well as 
act must be lodged somewhere, and the law- 
makers have seen fit to rest it in you. 
are, then, responsible for its exercise, and 


~ liable only for its unlawful abuse. So long

as you act according to your best

— ral public, you are within the lines of your 


duty. Our city is Jarge; it has grown ra 
idiy; it is filled with new men from ail 
parts of the world; there is not that oppor- 
tunity for inquiry into the antecedents

tions on the foreé which you should 
have in order tosecure an efficient corps of 
officers. For this reason, if for no other, the 
arbitrary power to jufige of the competency 
of officers and of dismissal conferred on you 
by the City Charter should be exercised un- 
hesitatingly in all cases where you honestiy 
believe any officer previously appointed is 
either incapable or unreliable, or for any 
other reason unworthy of the trust, and it 1s 
immaterial in what manner your judgment 
becomes informed, so long as it be correct. 
Such being my views, as Mayor | ‘propose 
to do all in my power to elevate the stand- 
ard of excellence on the force. No compe- 
tent man who is honest and earnest in his

Cnief Cuddy then moved that the petition 
of Lyneh and Donahue be granted. 

Mr. Humphreys remarked that, under the 
charter, they had a right to appoint and re- 
move officers at will. Mr. Humphreys had 
evidently loaded for bear, and, reaching 
over the table, handed the clerk a piece of 
manuscript, which he asked him to read, as 


tollows: 

“Under the power granted to this board 
in section 25, article 12, of the City Charter, 
it is clearly within the province of the 
board to appoint, dismiss and to make rujes 
to govern the force. .Two members can de- 
termine any question. The charter does 
not say that charges must be ferred and 
sustained before dismissal. If it did they 
(the force) would naturally be more inde- 
pendent and defiant to its appointing 
power, and create bad discipline. We do 
not necessarily reflect against the character 
of an officer when dismissed. It may 
be for incompetency or other reasons not 
derogatory to character. Now, in these re- 
movals and prorthotions by this board, they 
are done, in the opinion of the board, tor 
the best interest of the public good. It is 
further said of a former Chief that, while 
he was strictly honest, great wrongs were 
committed by some under him, 
and, while we may all d ffer honestly on 
this subject, it is the opinion of a majority 
of the board, at least, that the gist of this 
whole matter is, snail or shall not the rules, 
reguiations and changes be made, whereby 
gambling and other crimes can be sup- 
pressed, and the former temptations to cor- 
rupt the force be removed; and shall or 
shall not the Mayor’s detective be con- 
tinued, to check the same until the above 
is accomplished?” 

No sooner was the reading concluded than 
the Chief was on his feet. He denied that 
there was any gambling in the city, and 
said thatthe Mayor’s detective had never 
checked mg gg There was a little sparr- 
ing, when Mr. Humphreys moved that the

It was a good day for resolutions, at any 
rate. Mr. Humphreys had not yet ex- 
hausted all his ammunition, and, as soon as 
matters had somewhat quieted down, he 
produced the following, which was read: 

“WHEREAS, for the purpose of arriving at 
a better plan to regulate our police force 
for the better interest of the public good, 
and to accomplish the end that all manner 
of gambling shall be effectually suppressed, 
and kept suppressed, and that crime of all 
kinds may be less frequent, and to the fur- 
ther end that the great temptations hereto- 
fore held out to our police force by the evil- 
doers might be more effectually removed, it 
was found necessary for the Mayor to take 
a ae amount of written, oral aud circum- 
stantial evidence upon which to base an 
opinion; and, 

“WHEREAS, a majority of this board has 
finally concluded that to accomplish the 
above objects, in addition to former orders 
and ceanges made by this board, it is neces- 
sary to make the following orders, rules, 
regulations and changes for and upon tie 
force, it is hereby ordered— 

“First—That until the criminal a 
now pending against one A. J. Lucas (in- 
dividually or as manager of the Paeific 
Coast Detective Agency) are ended, and 
his innocence fully established, and until a 
further time thereafter, when he and all the 
private detectives working under him or 
said agency,and claiming to be special 
police officers, shall have first come before 
this board, each and every one preceiiee in 
this city, and fully satisfied said that 
they are in all respects the pe parties to 
be _— in 80 impurtant positions of trust, 
and until each and every one of them has 
been sworn in by the Mayor as such 
specials, without salary from the city, and 
give a bond satisfactory to this board, and 
thereupon receive a commission in writing 
from said board and signed by its chairman, 
which commission any police officer of this 
city may at aty time demand an inspection 
of, it is hereby erdered that until the 
above is fully complied with, said A. J. 
Lucas, nor those acting under him in the 
capacity named, from this date shall not be 
permitted or authorized to wear any police 
badge, or exercise any police power or 
authority. 

*“Second—The same rules and regulations 
as above shall alse apply to any other per- 
son or persons now acting or desiring to 
act as such special polica officer. 

“Third—John R. Fletcher is hereby re- 
moved from the position as Captain of the 
regular police force, and L. G. Loomis is 
hereby promoted, and —— as Captain 
of said force in his stead. 

*Fourth—L. Harris is hereby promoted 
from the regular force, and appointed as 
Sergeant to fill the vacancy so made by the 
promotion of Loomis. 

“Fifth—The detectives heretofore pro- 
moted and appointed by this board from the 
regular force, and to be so recognized by the 

lice force, are Officers Aubie, McKeuzie, 

. J. Boland and J. J. Hawley.” 

This opened up the funin earnest, and 
fora time it looked as though it would be 
interesting. The Chief,who had been listen- 
ing quietly to the reading, at once jumped 
to his feet with an indignant denial that 
Lucas was a special officer,and quitea 
heated colloquy ensued between the Chief 
and Mr. Humphreys. Mr. Humphreys in- 
sisted that Lucas had asked him to swear ip 
his men, and Cuddy replied that he had op- 

it. He said he had never favored 
special officers, and had no connection with 
any of them, except one he now had work- 
ing for him, Marsh, who was a good man. 
He said that the board could the reso- 
lution, but that it would not be enforced. 
The discussion continued at great length, 
when Mr. Humphreys produced a letter 
indorsed by the Chief to Lucas, which the 
former explained by saying that he was not 
hunting up divorce business, nor was he 
allowing his officers to do it, and that the 
letter related to busimess that properly be- 
longed to him. The Chief broughtthe discus- 
sion toaclose by asking that they proceed 
to business, when Mr. Humphreys moved that 
his resolutions be adopted. The Chief ub- 
jected, as he said it cast reflections on good 
men. The Mayor again read ‘the resolu- 
tions, when the Chief, as a counter move, 
as he was evidently fighting to gain time, 
handed to the Mayor a communication, 
which was read, as follows:

“To the H morable Board of Pol.ce Com- 
misstoners—GENTLEMEN: I beg leave to 
report that [ have assigned Sergeant Loomis 
to street duty in the interest of discipline 
among the men...

Officer Williams for violation of police 
rules, and have put Special Officer Halloran 
in his place. have the honor to inclose 
herewith the reports of the police sergeants | 
forthe week ending this date, as directed 
by your honorable y. All of which I 
trust will meet with the approval of your 
honorable board. | 

“Respectfully, yours, | 

‘“PHomss J. Cuppy, Chief of Police.” 

The communication inclosed the ser- 
geants’ reports, which refer only to routine 
business, and were placed on file. 

The Mayor asked about the Loomis mat-: 
ter, when the Chief replied that he thaught 
it would do him good. That he had heard 
various stories about him, and he thought 
that walking a beat was best for him fora 
while. The talk continued at some further 
length, when Mr. Humphreys again called 
up his resolutions, and asked that they 

ight be passed. 

The Chief said that he had no objections 
to the board recommending proper persous, 
but that they should not force any man on 
0 who was personally objectionable to 

im. 
him to try and put men under him whom he 
did not want. The debate at this time got 
quite warm and the talk flew thick and 
tast. It was hard to say just where it 
would have led to, when Horace Bell again 
chipped in with tbe remark tnat he was 
See friend of Fletcher, who had 

en anticipating something of this kind, 
and had asked him to be present and put in 
a good word forhim. He putin the word 
and once more subsided. The discussion 
see-sawed from this time on, Mr. 
Humphreys and the Mayor advocating 
Loomis, and the Chief asking that he be 
given time. Mr. Humphreys said he knew 
that the gamblers were ‘‘just panting to pay 
$60,000 for the privilege of opening,” and 
that Loomis wasthe man of all others who 
would keep down gambling, ashe was abso- 
lutely incorruptible. The Cnief said there 
were other men as good as Loomis, who had 
wanted to be Captain, and had done every- 
thing to disorganize the force. He had tried 
to break down Darcy’s administration, and 
was now same thing on him. 
The Chief asked them to postpone action on 
Fletcher fora short time, until the East 
Los Angeles station was completed, when 
he would piace him over there. The dis-

THE BOYCE SUITS. 


ANSWERS TO THE LIBEL OCOM- 
PLAINTS. 


The McDonald Matter, and What 
Became of the $10,500—The First 
Case to Be Tried un the 19th of 
Next Month. 


The 19th of May has been set for the 
hearing in the Superior Court of the first of 
the three libel suite brought by H. H, Boyce 
against the Times-Mirror Company and C. 
J. Richards. The causes which led up to 
these suits can best be explained by a re- 
production of an article published in Tue 
Timers on the 12th day of February, 1888, 
the correctness of which was certified by 
Mr. Richards at the time. This article, 
upon which the suits were brought, reads 


as follows: 

** ‘Smoothy.’ 

“A STARILING REVELATION OF CHEEKY 
CROOKEDNESS—HOW H. H. BOYCE TRIED 
TO ‘DO UP’ HIS PARTNER, CLARENCE J.

“It was learned on undoubted authority 
that Boyce had been guilty of at least one 
transaction that should have landed him in 
the State’s prison, and would have done so 
but for the fact that a large number of in- 
nocent. ple were involved, and heavy 
financial interests at stake. 

*The story as told, and which can be sub- 
stantiated by ample proof, is thoroughly 
indicative of the character of the man, and 
is as follows: 

“Shortly before Boyce was forced to re- 
tire trom the Southern California Bank, 
and while still gy of that institution, 
he sent for C. J. Richards, with whom he 

become acquainted while a joint stock- 
holder with him in the Tribune newspaper, 
and told him that he had a chance to pur- 
chase the McDonald ranch of 4200 acres for 
$35 per acre on very favorable terms, $21,000 
cash and the balance on six years’ time, 
with 8 per cent. interest.

“William Frye, « real-estate agent, was the 
man through whom the deal was made; 
and, after investigating the matter thor- 
oughly, and being satisfied that money was 
to be made, Richards went in on the trade, 
stipulating that he should keep the books 
and manage the deal. After the usual pre- 
liminaries had been gone through with, the 

apers were drawn up and signed in Jud 
oss’s office, and Richards drew a check for 

$10,500 on the County Bank, payable to E. 

N. McDonald, the owner of the ranch, who 

was also present at the time, as hia (Rich- 

ard’s) half of the first cash payment of $21,- 

000. This check wus turned over to Boyce 

by Richards, who then left the room, as he 

considered the trade concluded. McDonald 
also left for the Commercial-street depot to 
return home. Boyce almost immediatel 

after Frye for McDonald witt 
the cheek, telling him to get McDonald’s 
indorsement. r. McDonald was found at 
the depot, when Frye expluined that his in- 
dorsement was wanced, in order to show 
certain parties with whom Boyce and 

Richards were negotiating at the time for

that amonnt of money. McDonald, think- 
ing it all right as represented, went into 

Vaches Freres’s store, wrote his name across 

the back of the check and handed it back 

to Frye, who immediately came up fown, 
presented the check at the County Bank, 
received the cash, and carried it to Boyce, 
who was waiting for him at his office in the 

Southern California Bank. 

“ROYCE TOOK THE MONEY, 

handed Frye $500 and retained $10,000. In 
the meartime Richards had taken charge of 
the purchase, had the land surveyed, and 
commenced preparations for an extensive 
sale of the land in small quantities. Mc- 
Donald sup that everything was run- 
ning smoothly and would frequently come 
into the office, inquired how the sale was 
progressing, and ask other questions which 
were all Greek to Richards, who, of course, 
could give no answers.

“Richards could give no answers to his 
questions, nor could he get any satisfaction

“Seeing that he was cornered, Boyce 
owned up to everything. He said he had 
taken and used the money; that he was in- 
volved in various enterprises and could not 
return it.

The American Party. 


The American, a weekly journal pub 
lished in San Francisco, may presum- 
ably be considered as the organ of the 
American party on this coast and its 
statements representative of the aims 
and desires of persons of that ilk. 

In its issue of Saturday last, tly 
American publishes the following re- 
ply, received in answer to an inquiry 
addressed by Mr. Wigginton to Mr. 
Hewitt, asking the latter if he would 
accept the nomination for the Presi- 
dency from the American party, if 
such were tendered him: 

“IT do not feel called upon at the present 
time to give any answer to the question con- 
tained in your letter of the 211, ult. I have 
never been a candidate for oftice of my own 
volition, and 1 have never yet refused a 
public position when calied to it by my fel- 
low citizens. Regretting that 1 cannot be 
more explicit, I am, etc.” 

This reply the American naturally 
construes a3 an admission from Mr. 
Hewitt that he would accept sucha 
nomination, if tendered him by a con- 
vention. Arguing upon this premise, 
the journal in question claims that the 
New York Mayor would not only re- 
ceive the entire ‘‘American”’ vote, but 
that the whole Mugwump strength 
would be exerted in his favor and that 
the prominent independent journals 
which opposed Mr. Biaine would stand 
firm for him, while he would also re- 
ceive many votes from the ranks of both 
Democracy and Republicanism. It is 
not claimed as probable—although pos- 
sible—that success would be achieved 
by the American party this fall, but 
that success would be made possible in 
1892, and also that Mr. Hewitt might 
carry a sufficient number of the States 
this year so thgt neither the Republi- 
can nor Democratic candidates would 
receive a majority of the electoral 
votes, in which case the election of a 
President would devolve upon the 
House, when it is claimed that Mr. 
Hewitt might be the choice. For the 
second place on the ticket Mr. Wiggin- 
ton’s name is brought forward. 

Such are the campaign views of the 
self-styled ‘‘American” party, as ex- 
pressed by its mouthpiece on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

All this is very nice and plausibie, 
and if there were any crying need for 
such a new departure in politics as the 
American party, the prognostications 
of its Sau Francisco organ might possi- 
bly be fulfilled. But is there anything 
to justify the establishment of such a 
party? 

The American runs at the head of its 
editorial column, under the eagle and 
stars and stripes, the following sen- 
tence: 

‘We join ourselves to no party that does 
not carry the flag and keep step to the 
music of the Union.” 

Can these men, who arrogate to 
themselves the title of ‘‘ Americans,”’ 
in a restrictive sense, show that the 
Republican party is any less loyal to 
the flag and to the Union than is the 
so-called American party? One would 
think that a party which had followed 
the flag over many a hard-fought battle- 
field and kept step to the music, not 
only of the Union, but of bullets and 
balls, had sufficiently established its 
loyalty and patriotism. , 

What, then, does this new party 
ask, which the Republican party can- 
not consistently grant? Is it the ex- 
clusion of pauper and criminal immi- 
gration? That is certainly a measure 
which Republicans can heartily indorse. 
Is it that the foreign element should 
not obtain undue influence in Amer- 
ican politics? Foreign-born citizens 
should receive equal representation 
with native born, in proportion to their 
numbers. No good Republican will 
claim less and no ‘‘American”’ should 
ask more, 

Unless it has more radical designs 
than it is willing openly to admit, we 
cannot see upon what grounds the 
American party bases its reason for 
existence. Wecan realize the neces- 
sity which is felt for a Prohibition 
party, by those extremists who are un- 
willing to meet the Republican party 
half way on the platform of High 
License, but, in default of any more 
logical explanation. we are forced to 
the conclusion that the American party 
is founded upon the fact that there are 
a number of persons who are not big 
enough for leaders and who think them- 
selves tuo big to be followers in the 
Republican ranks.

The Southern. Pacific and Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


The San Francisco Chronicle notices 
approvingly the scheme to which we 
recently referred, for an exhibition in 
Chicago of the products of the central 
counties of California, said exhibition 
to be conducted under the care of H. 
M. Van Arman, Chicago agent of the 
Southern Pacific Company. TLe 
Chronicle says the scheme is ‘‘not for 
the purpose of reflecting in any degree 
upon the southern portion of the State, 
but to show people intending to come 
to California that such counties as 
Sacramento, Yolo, Sonoma, Santa 
Clara, Shasta, Napa and others offer 
every possible inducement to immigra- 
tion.” 

This would be all right, were the 
scheme simply a private undertaking 
of the counties in question. Whatever 
might be thought of their action, they 
undoubtedly have a perfect right, not 
only not to invite the southern coun- 
ties to participate, but to exclude them 
from participation, as Mr. Van Arman 
proposes todo. But when such action 
is taken by a great railroad corpora- 
tion, whose main line traverses the 
whole extent of Southern California— 
a corporation whose freight receipts 
have been of late greater in Los Ange- 
les than in San Francisco—we, on our 
part, have a perfect right to criticise 
such action, to draw our conclusions as 
to the motives which actuate it and to 
show our Opinion of the corporation 
which does this thing, in such way as 
may to us seem most fitting. '

Pucnix (Ariz.), April 25.—[By the As- 
suciated Press.}] The Kepubiican Terri- 
torial Convention met today in the Opera- 
house at Phoenix for the nomination of two 
delegates and two alternates to the Na- 
tional Republican Convention at Chicago. 
The convention was called to order by Col. 
William Christy, chairman of the Repub- 
lican Territorial Committee, at 10 a.m. A 
temporary organization was effected with 
Hon. R. E. Sloan of Florence as chairman. 
The convention then adjourned to 2 p.m., 
to await the report of the Committee on 
Credentials. 

On reassembling, a permanent organiza- 
tion was had, with Col. William Christy as 
perm«nent chairman, and N. A. Mossford 
and F, E. Scofield as secretaries. 

Strong resolutions were adopted condemn- 
ing the Democratic administration for dis- 
regarding its pledges tothe Territories as 
to the matter of appointments, tor its an- 
tagonism to silver, for the obstacles thrown 
in the way of honest settlers on Govern- 
ment land, and for the corruption prevalent 
in the Territorial administration. 

The convention then proceeded to select 
delegates to Chicago. Its choice fell on Dr. 
L. H. Goodrich of Phenix and Col. L. F. 
Eggers of Prescott as delegates 
E. B. Williams of Kingman and Gov. Christ 
of Nogales as alternates. 

The sentiment of the convention was 
strong for Blaine. Every mention of his 
name during the day was the occasion for 
thunderous applause. it was decided un- 
necessary, however, to instruct the dele- 
gates, and they will untrammeled, but 
will be Blaine men if he is before the con- 
vention. 


THE OLD BAY STATE. 


Republican Delegates Chosen—An 
Emphatic Platform 

Boston, April 25.—[By the Associa*ed 
Press.}] The Republican State Convention, 
to elect delegates to the National Conven- 
tion, assembled at Tremont Hall at 11 
o’clock this forenoon, and was called to 
order by Dr. Borden, chairman of the State 
Committee, who said the prospects of the 
Republican party in the State and Nation 
never looked more encouraging than today. 
He urged the formation of Republican clubs 
as aids of regular organization, and said the 
importance of such clubs could not be over- 
estimated. He favored the policy of making 
a clean campaign entirely from the Repub- 
lican stand point. 

“But,” said he,“‘we will welcome the hon- 
est Independents, who, believing that the 
course pursued by the Republican party 
four years ago tended toretard the reform 
of the civil service, went out and fell down 
at the feet of that great high priest of -re- 
form, Grover Cleveland, because he will 
adinit his mistake; but to that so-called In- 
dependent, who seized upon the question of 
civil-service reform as a pretext, while the 
real reason was that he was a free-trader, 
we have no concession to offer. The policy 
of the Republican party is identitied with 
the principle of protection to American 
labor. President Cleveland’s message has 
indelibly imprinted free trade upon the 
Democratic policy. President Cleveland, 
for the Democratic party, threw down the 
gage of battle. James G. Blaine picked it 
up and answered the challenge with a 
trumpet blast for protection that will not 
cease to be heard until a Republican shall 
sit in the Presidential chair of the Nation.” 

Dr. Borden’s remarks were frequently in- 
cone by applause. Mention of James 
G. Blaine elicited wild enthusiasm, and a 
call by a delegate for three «cheers for 
Blaine was heartily responded to, with an 
enthusiastic a. ‘The protective senti- 
ments in the address were also applauded. 

‘When. Dr. Borden concluded, the usual 
committees were appointed, aud Gen. Will- 
iam Cogswell was elected president of the 
2onvention. 

Gen. Cogswell congratulated the dele- 
gates on the perfect harmony existing in 
the party. He reviewed the record of the 
Cleveland Adm/(‘nistration, which he de- 
clared was characterized by “ignorance and 
incapacity, its distinguishing teature being 
a total lack of Americanism.” He strongly 
denounced the President’s message and the 
whole course of the Democratic party upon 
the tariff. The course of the National Ad- 
ministration upon the fisheries was also 
severely criticised. 

rge F. Hoar, F. L. Borden, Henry S. 
Hyde and Alanson A. Beard were elected 
delegates-at-large to the National Con- 
vention, and the convention adjourned, 

The platform adopted denounces the

RAILROAD MATTERS. 


Freight Blockade Not Yet Over—An- 
other kxcursion. 

The freight blockade—of the Southern 
Pacific is not yet over, notwithstanding the 
published statements to the contrary. 
There.are now in the Les Angeles yards 
any number of cars awaiting transporta- 
tion. The delay in all classes of freight 
between this point and San Francisco has 
been great, and the subject of much annoy- 
ance to-the local merchants. 

The whole cause of the trouble has been 
the lack of motive power. The Southern 
Pacific Company simply doesn’t own a 
sufficient number of engines to do the busi- 
ness of the road. The freight traffic has in- 
creased so rapidly during the past two 
years and has assumed such proportions 
that it overreaches the capacity of the road 
so far as motor power goes, During the 
season just passed the road has handled 1800 
more cars than it ever did in the same time 
before, and with the present outlook it will 
handie more in the comiiug season. 

In reply to the question of why ps’ don’t 
secure more engines] the Southern Pacific 
people reply that just now and for months 

ast it has been impossible. They now have 

18 engines in course of construction, but 
how soon they will be turned ever cannot 
be told. The locomotive works in the East 
are all crowded with business. The! Bald- 
win works wiil not take orders for engines 
to be delivered before a yearand a half. 

The Southern Pacific now has eight en 
gines at Ogden and 10 at El! Pase, which

GRAND JURY WORK. 


Eight Indictments—Doings in Judge 
Court. 

In Department No. 1 of the Superior 
Court yesterday, before Judge Cheney, the 
case of the People against Ford was called. 
Ford was charged with having obtained 
$500 from Mrs. S. B. Munn, an impoverished 
widow lady. He appeared in court, and 
upon her representation that full restitution 
had been made to her of the $500, the case 
was continued to allow Ford time to defray 
the costs of prosecution, when the case will 
be dismissed and the defendant discharged. 
Upon the case of Brady, ex-keeper of the 
thouse, being called, KR. J. Stephens, 
Esq. entered a demurrer on the grounds, 
first, that it was not alleged in the infornia- 
tion that the city owned the much-taiked-of 
carpet which he is charged with having 


appropriated ; second, that it is only alleged - 


in general terms that it was entrusted to 
Brady atall,and furthermore, it was not 
Stated in what capacity it was in his care, 
whether as agent of tiie city or otherwise, 
and for ought that appeared it might have 
been for his ewn private use. 
After some littie discussiqn the Court 
stated ‘that the demurrer was well taken 
and would be sustained, upon which the 
case was dismissed, thus necessitating the 
drawing of a new informativn. 
In the matter of the keno players who 
were held'‘for trial by Justice Austin, a gen- 
eral demurrer was entered and taken under 
advisement. The cases of H. C. and Laura 
Moore, in which the defendants are charged 
with incest, being father and daughter, and 
who have been twice tried, which trials re- 
sulted in nung juries, were again called, but, 
as the District Attorney confessed there wes 
not enough evidence to convict the defend- 
ants, he moved for a dismissal, which was 


At this moment the Grand Juryf with 
Foreman C. D. Ambro-e at their head, en- 
tered the courtroom, and, upon permission 
being granted, filed a partial report, con- 
sisting of qight indictments. These were 
handed to the clerk with special instruc- 
tions to keep them secret, and give no in- 
formation concerning then to any person. 
The District Attorney asked if warrants 
were issued on the indictinents to have the 
bail attached to each one. In all the cases 
the bail was fixed at $590 each. 

Later in the day the first arrest was made 
ona grand-jury indictment. The offender 
proved to be F. A. McNeil, who ha had the 
city contract for burying dead stock. He 
is charged in the indictment with commit- 
ting anuisance. Upon giving the necessary 
bail, Mr. McNeil was released from cus- 
tody. 

A CUUNOIL MAN SUED. 


An Ignorant Woman Claims That He 
Knew Tvo Much for Her. — 

A suit has been commenced by Bridget 
Wilson, who, in her complaint just filed, 
avers that she is illiterate and ignorant, 
anable toread or write, of weak under- 
standing, and married to John Wilson, also 
a person ignorant of business methods and 
illiterate. The suit is against John Mori-. 
arty, to have rescinded a 10-years’ lease, at 
the monthly rental of $150, of the building 
situated next to the Armory Hall on Miin 
street, where the defendant now carries on 
a grocery business. The plaintiff claims 
that the gee Ae of the building is 
worth $350, and tha she was induced by 
fraudulent representations to make certain 
improvements, which the defendant figured 
would ‘cost $800, but instead cost $14,000.
